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Holyrood Palace is one of the most interesting historical 
buildings in Scotland. Here James VI. lived, and here tne 
beautitul but ill-fated Mary Queen of Scots had her resi¬ 
dence. The origin of the building is ascribed to David I. 
Aithur’s Seat is an eminence 822 teet high, from which a 
fine comprehensive view of the town is obtained. 
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
